The conversion of the former 
North Reading Sanitorlum to a 
vocational and social rehabilitation 
center for retarded youths and a- 
dutis is expected by October 15th, 

Dr Delilah Riemer, MD is to 
serve as Director of the new cen- 
ter. Previously she has served as 
Chief of the Physical Medicine and 
Rehabilitation Services at the Ve~ 
terans Hospital in Bedford, and she 
is presently instructor of Physical 
Medicine and Rehabilitation at 
Tufts School of Medicine. 

‘The North Reading Sanitorium, 
which adjoins the Town of Wil- 
mington, and includes a few acres 
of Wilmington land, was operated 
for about 60 years as a tubercular 
treatment institution for children.

GROUND BREAKING FOR WOBURN ST SCHOOL 


Ground breaking ceremonies on 
Tuesday morning, at 10 am signi- 
fied the starting of a new school 
for Wilmington - the Woburn Street 
School, so called. 

A contract was signed last week 
by the Permanent Building Commit 
tee of Wilmington, and Sewel & 
Smith Construction Co Inc, of Fram 
ingham Mass, 

The contract, for a total of $518, 
044.71, calls for the completion of 
the school by August 31 1964, 

Eveything except the desks and 
such equipment is inclueded in the 
contract price, Chairman Robert 
Michelson of the PBC has stated. 
Bt is a one contract’ situation, in 
which the General Contractor is 
responsible for everything in the 
building, including the sewerage, 
leaching lines, grading, seeding 
and planting. 

‘The building is so designed that 
four more rooms may be added, 
without having to install more u- 
tilities, Michelson said, 

A connection is to be installed 
while the building is being built so 
that if municipal seweres are ever 
constructed on Woburn Street a 
connection may be directly made 
with no extra trouble. 

The building will have terrazzo 
floors in all corridors, stairways, 
kitchens and toilets,

the same year. By 1958 there were 
30 towns, by 1959 there were 75 
and at present there are over 160 
towns with Conservation Commis- 
sions. 

Gullion cited Concord as a town 
which had made much use of a Con- 
servation Commission, and said 
that properly used ft would imple- 
ment the preserva;ion of natural 
features. 

The approach he insisted, should 
be realistic, and not emotional. 
Wet lands are generally best pre- 
served as wet lands, and the des- 
truction of them can burt an area 
when there is excessive rain fall, 

Gullion also cited the work of 
other agencies, such as the Uni- 
versity of Massachusetts, the Soll 
Conservation, the Farm Bureau, 
the Massachusetts Department of 
Commerce, and the Water Resour- 


ces Commission, all of whom have 
programs with which the Conser- 
vation Commission can work, 

Much of his talk was illustrated 
with the problems of the Neponset 
River Valley, where he is now ac- 
tively engaged on a project. 

It takes 19 million yards of gra- 
vel, he told his listeners, to fill 
300 acres, as a comment on the 
grave damages caused by a lack of 
Planning.

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LETTER 


Dear Mr. Neilson: 


This letter is in reference to 

. ’s charge that the 
recent decision of the Supreme 
Court regarding Bibie reading and 
recitation of the Lord’s Prayer 
in public schools is illegal,. 

Mr. Dunham loses his case on 
two ‘facts’, First, he states it 
violates the First Amendment, If 
there is a violation involved Mr, 
Dunham does not enlighten us as 
to what it ts, so his ‘facts’ would 
appear to be merely unsubstant- 
fated opinion, Secondly, Mr. Dun- 
ham states that the Supreme Court 
has no jurisdiction in this matter 
since the case involves a citizen 
and his States and is therefore 
a problem to be resolved only in a 
State Court Article II Section 
Ml Clause I of the Constitution 
States: ‘The Judicial power 
shall extend to all cases aris- 
ing under this Constitution - 

BD Because the case under discussion 
was brought before the Federal 
Courts as an alleged violation by 
a State of the First Amendment 
which is made applicable to the 
States by the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment the Supreme Court most cer- 
tainly did have right of jurisdiction 

Mr, Dunham’s argument that a 
decision of the Supreme Court is 
not law since only a legislature 
can enact a law is a distortion, 
In this case the Court decided 
that a particular law of a State 
was repugnant to the Constitution 
and therefore void. The Supreme 
Court in rendering this decision 
is not making a jaw but rather 
telling us what an existing law 
means, and the Court in this case 
finds that the Constitution will not 
allow the reading of the Bible and 
recitation of the Lord’s Prayer in 
public schools, 

Finally, Mr, Dunham maintains 
that we have an obligation to obey 
the laws of Massachusetts even 
though the Supreme Court has found 
similiar laws unconstitutional. Ar- 
ticle VI of the Constitution says, 
‘This Constitution, and the laws of 
the United States which shall be 
made in pursuance thefeof; Shall 
be the supreme law of.the land; 
and the judges in every State shall 
be bound thereby, anything in the 
Constitution or laws of any State 
to the contrary notwithstanding,’
